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Continuation of 1 1 : Examiner understands Applicant's concerns but respectfully disagrees. First of all, Anderson '622 is available as prior 
art. Here, the Parent Data of Application 10053765, filed 01/18/2002 Claims Priority from Provisional Application (60/262764), filed 
01/19/2001. Applicant makes reference to Application (60/252,682) with a priority date of November 20, 2000 for a priority claim. However, 
this Application is not a part of the official record for examination purposes. With this in mind, and in accordance with 
102(e), a person shall be entitled to a patent unless the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent. Because, Anderson '622 was field on 
December 29, 2000 and the priority date for the application (60/262764) was filed January 1 9, 2001 . Thus, Anderson '622 qualifies as prior 
art. 

Although applicant has amended the specification to include Application (60/252,682), it is not sufficient for priority purposes. See, MPEP 
37 CFR 1 .55 Claims for Priority. 
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
